12-22 are considered allowable over the prior of record since prior art of record fails to show or 
fairly suggest the two incoming reference clocks are multiplied by a factor "n" to create clocks of 
a higher frequency, and one of these higher frequency clocks is then selected, and following the 
selection, the selected higher frequency clock is then divided by "n" again, resulting in a lower 
frequency clock, and inputting the frequency divided signal into a PLL circuit for generating the 
frame synchronization signal as substantially described and connected in independent claims 12 
and 17 respectively.
